The prisoner was brought into the Court Room at) 
five minutes past nine, attended by the Jailor, and 
officer E.. J. Jones. is appearance was that of a 
man deeply crushed. He seemed to have lost that 
elasticity of gait which is peculiar to him, and a set- 
tlet gloom was fixed upon his countenance. 

‘The Court, consisting of the full bench, (five Judg- 
es) came in at quarter past nine o'clock. 

‘The Attorney General, J. H. Clifford, Esq., with 
deep emotion, arose, and after recapitulating the pro- 
ceedings which had resulted in the conviction of the 
prisoner, moved that the sentence of the law be now 
pronounced upon him. 

‘The Clerk, by the direction of the Court, inquired 
of the prisoner, if he bad anything to say why sen- 
tence of death should not be pronounced, 

rofessor Webster arose, howed, and replied in the) 
negative, 


Chief Justice Shaw then addressed the prisoner as 
follows: — 

Joun W. Wesstea—In meeting you here for the 
last time, to pronounce that sentence which the liw 
has affixed to the erime of which you have been found | 
guilty, it is impossible by any lang to give utter-| 
ance tothe seuse of responsibility which we feel.—| 

Ube circumstances under whieh we approach this du-| 
ty are peculiarly painful. Atall tines it isa painful 
duty to pronounce death upon a human bemg, but 
when we consider the circumstances of your past| 
life, and contrast them with your present condi 

we are oppressed with grief and anguish; and aothir 
but an imperative sease of duty, imposed upon us by. 
the law, whose ofllcers and ministers we are, could | 
sustain us under it in pronouncing such a judgnent. | 

Against the crime of wilful murder, of whieh you | 
stand convicted,—a crime at which humanity shud- 
ders,—a crime everywhere, and in all forms of socie- | 
ty, regarded with the deepest abborence, and which | 
the law bas visited with the severest penalties, in 
these few sunple, but solemn and expressive words: | 
“Every person who shall commit the crane of mur-) 
der, shall suffer the penalty of death for the same.” | 

‘The manifest object of this law te the tion | 
and security of human fife the most important object | 
of & just and paternal governinent. | 

It is made the duty of this Court, to declare this | 
penalty against any one who shall be found guilty, in 
the due course and administration of justice, of hav 
ing violated this law, ft ts one of the most soled 
acts of judicial power, which an earthly tribunal can 
be called upon to exercise. it is the bigh manifesta 
tion of the sovereign authority of the law, as well in 
its stern and inflexible severity, as tn ite paternal 
benignity. It punishes the guilty with the ceverrs: 
penalties; that the right to the enjoyment of life

8nd productiveness. Young cattle require more 
food than those which are full grown, because 
they have to supply not only ths natural waste, 
but also the substance which promotes their 
growth. Animals that are shivering with cold | pric 
require more food than those which are kept 
comfortably warm; those that work more than 
those that remain quiet; and those that are kept 
io @ strong light, more than such as have but 
hutle light. 

If we would feed cows so as to obtain from 
them the largest quantity of milk, we must give 
them food that contains much water, as pump- 
kins, potatoes, aud esculent roots; if so as to 
obtain the least quantity of milk, an article al- 
most equal to cream, we must feed them with 
oily substances, as oats, barley, corn meal, &c 
or if so as to make them produce rich curd for 
cheese, we must give them peas, beans, Sc., 
which contain much gluten, or still better cab- 
bage, which contains 35 pounds in 100 of glut- 
en. Hence the cow babbage is a valuable fod- 
der in cheese-making aistricts. 

The lecturer concluded his course with some 
eloquent remarks respecting the existence and 
benevolence of God, evinced in these relations 
of natural science to agriculture.
